detriment of the organization** best 
interest." 

By his actions. It was averred, he 
'deceives and confuses" members' 
of the church and “brings the* 
church and th* Bichop to disrespect * 
and discredit," 

Among the monies and other 
property "possessed and controlled" 
illegally by the defendants, accord- 
ing to the protest, was a $13,000 fund 
supposedly belonging to the Episco- 
pate and allocated for the construc- 
tion of a monastery at Grass Lake, 
Mich., and the newspaper Solia, 
official organ of the Episcopate. 

It was alleged that "immediate 
and irreparable damage" would fol- 
low the consecration of Trite, and 
the use of the monies and other 
property.

Court Bars Rife 
Of Consecration 

Federal Judge Allan K. Grim 
yesterday issued an order tempo- 
rarily blocking the consecration of 
a Rumanian Orthodox Church 
Bishop here today and tomorrow 
and, for the time being at least, re- 
straining the proposed future bishop 
and other defendant* from using 
I church funds end property. 

Judge Grim scheduled a hearing 
on the temporary injunction for 10 
A. M. next Wednesday In the U« 6. 
District Court. 

Hie restraining order was issued 
at the instance of William M. 
Gerber and John R. VUitiUa, coun- 
sel for Bishop Andrei Mcldovan, of 
Grass Lake, Mich., and, through 
him, the Rumanian Orthodox Mis- 
sionary Episcopate of America.
